Caesar, in his ''Commentaries on the Gallic Wars", wrote — "I cairfe, 

I saw, I qorquered". I came, I saw and was conquered by the vision, 
the purpose and the reality that is Greenbelt. 

Low cost housing has been tried before in this and other countries 
with varied success. Greenbelt is a pioneering community not only from 
the housing point of view, but what is equally important in a sociolog¬ 
ical sense.

’Married in the Spring of 1932, 
Fulmer went, to Moscov; as an Asso¬ 
ciate Architect with the Soviet 
Housing Trust# Completing his 
work tlieVcJ, ho and his wifo re¬ 
turned to tho United States via 
Siberia and Mariehutkou# Tho Ful¬ 
mers stopped for a while in China 
and Japan# * 

For the next several years, Ful¬ 
mer was associated with the plan¬ 
ning of a large scale slum-clear¬ 
ance housing project* in Cleveland, 
Ohio. In August, 1935, Fulmer be¬ 
gan work on tho Greenbolt project 
as an Associate Architect# He has 
soon tho community grow from 
11 dreams and blueprints’ 1 to tho re¬ 
ality it is today# 

In addition to being awarded a 
Medal in the Better Homes in Amer¬ 
ica Competition in 1933, Fulmer won 
second, third, and fourth places 
in three national architectural 
competitions. He received two med¬ 
als from, the Bdaux Arts Institute 
of Design in New York# 

When interviewed, Fulmer said 
his hobbies are photography and 
working out recreation schemes for 
tho family# With two boys and a 
five-weeks-old baby girl, Fulmer 
is destined td add now laurels

There are other packages of tea 
in the' store, but this package is 
unique in that it has followed 
cooperative channels direct from 
producer to consumer. This is 
one of too few instances of the 
ideal of cooperative trading; 
goods produced and distributed 
with ho other motive than that of- 
service or use. 

This is an excellent illustration 
of practical international cooper¬ 
ation; the millions of members of 
the British cooperative'wholesale 
cooperating to provide good qual¬ 
ity tea at .a fair price to the 
patrons of the Greenbelt Cooper¬ 
ative food store as well as to 
themselves.

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ARCHITECT DESCRIBES GREENBELT HOMES AS CONTEMPORARY 
AND FUNCTIONAL WHERE "MODERNISTIC” IS NOT THE WORD

It would be' a mistake to describe the architecture of Greenbelt as 
this or that "style”.because there was no conscious effort to fdllow 
any set precedent in the design of the buildings. The architecture 
of Greenbelt as you see it today is the result of working out a solu¬ 
tion to certain known problems to the best of the architects ability. 

In the beginning the planners were confronted with the necessity for 
selecting a site far enough from town to be clear of previous at¬ 
tempts at speculative subdividing which not only greatly increased tie 
price of the land, but made it practically impossible to have a free 
hand in planning the town due to existing pattern of street or util¬ 
ity layout. 

. .. - . , . . i 

Once the land’was found there was the problem of planning‘the traf¬ 
fic circulation, water and sewer layouts, etc., with the prevailing 
motive of economy arid* use rather than "land speculation". Other prob¬ 
lems were to design park space as an integral part of the community; 
to arrive at a plot plan sufficiently flexible to avoid destroying 
numerous large trees; and to design dwelling units of sufficiently 
simple construction to allow the use of relief labor. 

The dwelling units had to be designed so as to require a minimum of 
maintenance in order to keep rents low, but had to be sufficiently 
spacious and attractive to insure complete occupancy. 

The houses had., to be designed for rent iristead of sale; they had to 
be designed for economical construction and they had to be sufficient¬ 
ly flexible to- allow for various family compositions and for family 
growth and expansion. 

There could not be too much variety in the unit plans or the econo¬ 
mies resulting from duplication would be lost. In other words the arch¬ 
itects were confronted with the necessity for balancing the economic, 
social, and physical factors with the living amenities required, and' 
at thp same.time to incorporate the practical elements of efficiency, 
economy, durability and comfort. ; 

The "style” of architecture resulting from the solution of these 
problems might be termed "functional" if you must put a name to it. 
"Contemporary" is also another name which could be used truthfully 
as a description of the style, but any other name, such as Enligh, 
Modernistic, Continental, etc., implies a false stylizing of sur¬ 
face treatment that is entirely erroneous,-.' *'
